WANTS TO REPEAT HERRIN AT SYDNEY. 

The question up for decision at Sydney is: 
Shall the U.M.W.A. be permitted to establish a 
dictatorship there; or shall constituted authority 
representing the majority of the people of Canada 
function to protect property and the rigni to 
work? 

Eight thousand men have quit work. Appar- | 
ently no one questions their right to do so. The 
dispute arises on the point that they refuse to | 
allow other men to work. It would seem fair that 
if no one questioned their right to quit work, they 


the right of other men to work. But they do. 

Some of the employees of the British Empire 
Steel Company at Sydney quit work or struck. 
Other employees of the company did not quit. The 
strikers attempted by the use of violence to compel 
those who were still working to quit. The authori- 
ties of the province and of the Dominion under- 
took to forcibly protect the men who were work- 
ing in their right to work. 

The U.M.W.A. then ordered that the provin 
cial police and Dominion military force be with- 
drawn or they would call a strike of the coal 
miners. As their orders were not obeyed by the 
province or the Dominion the coal miners struck 
or ‘‘ walked out.’’ 

The coal miners had no grievance or dispute 
on their own account. They did not strike in sym- 
pathy with the demands of the striking steel 
workers. They struck against the exercise of gov 
ernmental authority in the protection of property 
and personal right. 

The protection of property and personal right 
is the first function of government. In demanding 
that the government forces be withdrawn from 
Sydney the U.M.W.A. asserted its dictatorship. 
Should those forces be withdrawn the way would 
be cleared for a repetition at Sydney of the mas- 
sacre at Herrin. 

Whatever may be the inclinations of the gov- 
ermmments of Nova Scotia and of the Dominion, 
there is only one thing for them to do in the face 
of the U.M.W.A. challenge, and that is to protect 
property and maintain the right of the individual 
to work if he wants to! It is for those who chal-
